I performing an experiment in “falling 
.bodies”, not this time in the Physics 
j Laboratory but at C aruthers Field 
• when he was himself the falling body 
'and after falling 3500 feet. He says: 
“Perhaps you will remember how, 
! during the last collegiate year, ivhen 
'I was still attending your classes, I 
! asked you, in a half jesting way, 
about the Theory of Falling Bodies. 
That was shortly after I had enlisted 
I in this branch of the service. 
Since 


I that time, in fact to be definite, last 
' Saturday morning, May 25, I worked 
out that experiment by falling 3500 
I feet in an aeroplane and as a result 
ti am now a patient in the Post Hos­ 
pital with a two inch gash in my 
right leg. 
“The \yay it occurred was this: My 
instructor in flying said that he would 
show me what a tail-spin was like, 
and also demonstrate how to get out 
of one in case my ship would acci­ 
dentally get into one. 
Now a real 
tail-spin is the most deadly thing that 
a ship can get into. Usually there is 
j scant hope especially if the spin is 
j flat. A tail-spin Is when the nose of 
! the ship points downward and acts 
ins the center of the spin, while 
the 
j tail describes a circle concentric 
to 
j the center (the nose) but in a plane 
I above the nose. 
Thus in one com- 
j plete spin, if the ship did not lose 
i any altitude, the body of the ship 


J would describe a cone, and the flatter 
I the cone the harder it is to pull the 
ship out of the spin. 
“In order to demonstrate the spin 
n y instructor had put the ship into 
i one purposely. 
Our training planes 
are two-seaters, and the instructor 
signalled to me, when we were up 
about one thousand feet that he would 
I take the controls. Up to this time I 
j had been the pilot. The ship having 


I dual control, I took my hands and 
feet off the controls in my eock-pit 
' and allowed him to have control by 
means of the controls in his cock-pit 
(the forward one). 
When our alti­ 
meter indicated our height to be al­ 
most four thousand feet, he indicated 
j to me that we were going to spin 
soon. Accordingly I looked to see that 
1 my life-belt was properly adjusted 
and signalled to him that I was ready 
for the spin. 
At a little more than 
thirty five hundred feet above the 
ground we started our spin and wa

Uke Tigers

Washington, 
June 
7—American 
troops in training at home are being 
©specially schooled now in prepara­ 
tion fa*;the‘fonward movement of the 
Allied armies expected lo follow the 
ultimate crushing of Germany’s of­ 
fensive power. 
Ii is learned that 
orders have been issued to division 
commanders to lay greater stress upon 
training for* open warfare and reduce 
th* time devoted to teaching trench 
specialties. 
The men are being hardened 
to 
long marches, given target practice 
without end and thoroughly trained 
to take care of themselves in the 
give-and-take of open combat. 
Military observers say this change 
in the midst of the greatest effort of 
the German general staff of the en­ 
tire war speaks significantly of tho 
spirit of confidence that prevades the 
councils and armies of America and 
the Allies. 
When many of the men 
now in training here reach France 
long marches and swift maneuvering 
against a retreating foe may well be 
the order of the day. 
Influential officers returning from 
the front have been insisting recent- 
ly upon greater attention to general 
elements of warfare and baa to the 
fine detaib of position fighting 
in 
fixed trench lines. 
These 
officers 
say the American soldier takes natur­ 
ally to training of this sort, and that 
he should be developed as highly aa 
passible in aU-round soldiering, leav­ 
ing th# detaib af trench warfare edu­ 
cation to be added by a brief post 
graduate course when 
he 
reaches 
France. This view found ready sym­ 
pathy here, for it is believed the old 
stalemate of the trench lines has been 
broken, never to 6e restored. 


ITALIAN ARMY IMPROVING 


Major General Swift Finds it in Ex­ 
cellent Condition. 


Italian Army Headquarters, June 
7—The Italian Army is improving, 
both in morale and material, accord­ 
ing to Major General 
Eben Swift, 
head of the American Military Mis­ 
sion to Italy, who discussed various 
phases of the situation on the front, 
which is cone Kb rod interesting in 
view of the possibility of an Austrian 
offensive. 
“I have been studying the Italian 
soldier for about three months,” he 
said, "and have found many things 
to admire.” 
General Swift, who previously vis­ 
ited Anglo-French troops 
for 
ob­ 
servation purposes, spoke enthusias­ 
tically of what may be expected from 
the American soldiers. 
“As far aa the American Army is 
concerned,” he said, “it is quite cer­ 
tain that we need not fear compari­ 
son with the Allies as soon as

have profited from their experience. 
It is to be remembered that the war 
had been going on from one and one- 
half to two years before our Allies 
began to abow results.

LITTLE TIMfe TO ESCAPE 


Crew is Landed, Eight Minutes only 
before Beat Went Down. Fourteen 
la Total. 


Washington, 
June 7—Sinking of 
the British steamship Harpathian IOO 
miles off the Virginia Capes at 9 
o’clock Wednesday morning by a Ger­ 
man submarine was announced last 
night at the Navy Department. The 
entire crew was rescued by the steam­ 
er Palmer, which arrived late yester­ 
day in Chesapeake Bay. 
The submarine used a torpedo. One 
member of the British crew was in­ 
jured. The Harpathian was a freight­ 
er of 2,800 net tons. 
Only meagre details had 
reached 
the department, The ship went down 
in seven or eight minutes and it is 
regarded as probable that unlike other 
vessels attacked off 
the American 
coast, she was struck without warn­ 
ing. 
All British 
steamers 
plying 
through the war zone are armed, but 
no mention of an armed guard was 
made in the Navy reports. 
The following statement was issu­ 
ed by the Navy Department: 
“The Navy Department 
was 
in­ 
formed that the British steamer Har­ 
pathian was torpedoed at 9 o’clock 
Wednesday morning, June 5, about 
IOO mibs east of the Virginia Capes. 
The crew were all rescued by the 
steamer Palmer, 
which 
arrived at 
Cape Henry, late. 
One 
man 
was 
slightly injured. 
“The Harpathian was a 4,500-ton 
vessel.” 
The submarines operating 
off the 
(Coast had not previously been heard 
from since the Norwegian steamer 
Eidsvold was sent down at 5 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon, some 40 miles off 
the Virginia Capes. The Harpathian 
was sunk about 60 mibs farther out 
,to sea, indicating that 
the under­ 
water craft had gone farther into the 
Atlantic to escape patrol boats. 
The sinking of

Harpathian 
brings the total of vessels known to 
have been sent down on this side of 
the Atlantic by the raiders to 14—«ix 
steamers and eight schooners. All the

Eidsvold and Harpathian.

With the American Army in France, 
June 7—An American

bridge at Chateau Thierry during the 
.recent fighting. The Americans lost 
only on* man killed ani a few wound­ 
ed. At the same time French troops

While the Germans dominated the 
town from Hill 204 the Americans 
and French set • up machine guns in 
the windows and doorways of houses. 
Great fierceness marked the fighting, 
which raged for several days. 
The Germans 
concentrated large 
forces in Veuilly wood1 and started 
across in mass formation. They were 
.irtowed down by the American ma­ 
chine gunners, their formations were 
broken and they were put to flight 
in confusion 
before 
reaching 
the 
American line. 
Many American 
officers and 
pri­ 
vates showed great daring and forti­ 
tude in withstanding the German at­ 
tacks along the Marne, 
at Chateau 
Thierry and Jaulgonne. 
Captain John 
R. Mendelian, 
of 
New Rochelle, N. Y., 
went without 
sleep for three days and remained 
steadily at the head of his company 
during that time. 
Corporal Jules 
Mangold, of McDonald, Pa., was sent 
out to investigate German snipers un­ 
der a heavy fire from the American 
line. 
He found the snipers, pointed 
them out to his comrades and the 
Germans fired no more. 
The first American to receive the 
FVench war cross for bravery in the 
present battle was Lieutenant Wal­ 
ter R. Flannery, of Pittsburgh, who 
swam across the Marne and rescued 
a wounded French soldier. 
Lieute­ 
nant John T. Bissel, Pittsburgh, has 
been cited for the French war cross 
for leading his machine gun command 
to the north side of the Marne in an 
attempt to stop the German attack. 


An Atlantic Port, June 7—Captain 
Owen and the crew of the British 
steamer Harpathian, torpedoed 
and 
sunk off the 
Virginia Capes 
early 
Wednesday morning, were landed here 
.by the steamer Palmer.

rescued at sea after drifting for 26 
hours in small boats.

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Tho Modarn Chaucer. 
Poets are the greut exceptions. Poets 
are forever performing the impossible. 
“No min*, putteth uew wiue into old 
b u tles . . . new wine must be put 
Into new bottles.” 
But putting uew 
wine lulu old bottles bus been the 
steady professional occupation of John 
Masefield. 
While inuuy of our ^ te m ­ 
porary verse librists and other experi­ 
mentalists have been on the hunt for 
new bottles, sometimes, perhaps, more 
Interested in the bottle than in the 
wiike, John Masefield hun been con­ 
stantly pouring his heady drink into 
receptacles OOO yours old. 
In subject- 
m atter aud In language he Is not In 
tile least “traditional,” not at all Vic­ 
torian ; he is wholly modern, new, 
cotemporary. 
Yet while he draws his 
themes aud his heroes from his own 
experience, hts inspiration as a poet 
comes directly from Chuucer, who died 
In 1400. 
Ile is, indeed, tile Chaucer 
of today; the most closely akin to 
Chaucer—not only iu temperament, but 
in literary manner—of all the writers 
of the twentieth century.—The Book­ 
man.
